Sister Semple has declined to make 
a statement for publication. 

No bishops, ministers, nor repre- 
sentatives of any Protestant churches 
thus far have been deported. News- 
paper reports persist that foreign 
Protestants can be deported also, but 
this is not believed in well informed 
circles, 

The American ambassador has not 
made any representations to the for- 
eign office regarding the general re- 
ligious situation here.

COUNTESS OF CATHCART 
MAY DROP HER FIGHT. 
Washington, February 14.—(/)— 
An impression prevailed in official 
quarters tonight that the Countess of 
Catheart, detained at Ellis Island be- 
cause of an elopement with the Earl 
of Craven, may not press her fight 


before the labor department for ad- 

mission to the United States, 
Secretary Davis, because of the

In that event, the hear- 
ing arranged for tomorrow would not 
be held. Secretary Davis and other 
department officials took no official 
action in the matter today.

tempers. Overheating means heating 
the air to a temperature above 68 
degrees F. 

This is the time for the manager, 
father, housekeeper, or whoever pur- 
ports to be the general caretaker of 
the establishment to put his foot 
down and a suitable number of good 
reliable mercury thermometers up, 
and issue the necessary ukase abol- 
ishing attempts to regulate the tem- 
perature by mercurial sensations. The 


lmercurial reading, the height of the 
arbitrary | 


mercury, should be the 
guide and all persons whose sensa- 
tions are not in accord with the ther- 
mometer should be advised to consult 
a physician about whatever ails them. 
This is no joke. There really is some- 
thing wrong with those who cannot 
feel comfertable when the atmosphere 
is moderately heated, say at 65 to 67 
degrees F 

I can 
many of them. I told about their 
trouble here last Wednesday (Febru- 
ary 10). They are affected with hypo- 
thyroidism, deficient thyroid gland 
function, and they sorely need a suit- 
able iodin ration. 

Others who complain when 
room temperature is below 68 are 
hypersensitive from the depraving and 
weakening effects of prolonged cod- 
dling.

with any serious illness. For their 
own good these hypersensitive people 
should not be permitted to dictate or 
impose their peculiar standards of air 
conditioning in home, office or public 
conveyance on normal people. The 
booze hound always ‘knows his poison 
is good for everyhody else. 

A third group of people who do 
not fail to send up a loud yodel when- 
ever any one tries to condition the 
air properly consists of half clad wom- 
en, women who wear the 
stockings and the skimpiest shoes and 
no sleeves and exposed chests, not 
because they find such mode of dress 
or undress comfortable but because 
they feel bound to follow what they 
consider the dictates of fashion.

jure the credit and standing of our 
government. 

“With full knowledge of all recent 
estimates of our revenues | have no 
hesitation in saying that the house bill 
made too great a reduction in taxes, 
being based on the high-water mark 
of our revenues, which is certain to re- 
cede with any slackening in business 
profits. 

“The house bill was based on the 
budget estimates, but budget estimates 
do not include any appropriations not 
now authorized by law. For example, 
the budget does not include an annual 
appropriation of $25,000,000 under the 
public building bill, an administration 
measure which is practically certain 
to pass. It does not include $60,000,- 
000 annually for additional pensions 
for the veterans of the civil war. a 
bill which may be passed; and $16,- 
000,000 for pensions for Spanish war 
veterans, a bill which also may be 


passed. 
Huge Appropriations. 

‘These three bills alone would re- 
quire over $100,000,000 annuallly from 
the treasury. In addition, there are 
pending before various committees of 
the house upon which hearings have 
‘been had bills which probably have 
little chance of being passed, which 
aggregate $400,000,000 more. 

Besides these, there are various 
other bills of comparatively small 
amounts but which would require an 
expenditure of probably $25,000,000 a 
year, which are apparently being fa- 
vorably considered by the committees 
to which they are referred. Proper 
tax reduction will have beneficial re- 
sults, but it may be carried so far that 
it becomes economic folly.”

TOM GULLEY OF WHITE SOX 


:: FORMER TRAVELER STAR BEGAN CAREER LATE :: 


MADE PRO DEBUT AT AGE OF 24

There has been a tradition that ball 
plavers should start early in life or 
they never will reach that goal of 
greatness known as the “big leagues.” 
Now comes Thomas Jefferson Gulley 
‘tu knock this theory in the head, Thom- 
ras didn’t do any real ball playing 
until he was 20 years old, and he was 
then marked with the collegiate brand. 
He never got into the professional game 
‘until he was 24. 

Thomas Jefferson Gulley was a 
Christmas preseat to his folks, having 


came pretty close to it as he finished 
fourth among the regular flvy-chasers 
with an average of .US1. Ile was sur- 
passed only by Bogart, of New Orleans, 
and M. Burke, of Chattanooga, tying 
with Zoellers, of Atlanta. 

Gulley started his real ball playing 
in Mississippi college in 1919 and was 
the particular star on his team for 
four years. In the meantime Cleve- 
land had looked him over and he was 
given a trip to the tepees of the In- 
dians. He didn’t seem ripe enough 
and was shipped to Lakeland, Fla.., 
where he finished the season with a 
sticking mark of .385. 

Speaker recalled him but sent him 
to Decatur in the Three I] league, 
where he played in 1924, and last year 
he was sold to Little Rock. 

As may be suspected, Gulley was

One of his feats last season was 
seven consecutive hits on Mav 350 in 
the double-header between Little Rock 
and Birmingham.

Whether or not Atlanta ministers 
are worth more than $300,000 each 
year, the amount they receive in sal- 
uries, was an interesting feature of an 
unusual sermon Sunday night at the 
Baptist tabernacle by Dr. Will H. 
Houghton, pastor. 

Each Sunday night during 
month of February Dr. Houghton is 
discussing questions and answers in 
questionnaires recently sent out ask- 
ing the views of Atlanta business men 
on the value of the church and 
Christianity in Atlanta today. 

One hears so much oftentimes of 
what preachers receive, Dr. Hough- 
ton said, and so little criticism of 
signers of contracts for huge sums of 
money, such as Babe Ruth, Red 
Grange, Jack Dempsey and others. 
The question of whether ministers are 
worth their salaries was discussed 
among many other items in question- 
naires. 

Choosing as a text, “Preach the 
Word.” Dr. Houghton defended the 
mmister, declaring that he was 
worth the money he made because he 
built a moral and safe city.

Washington, February 14.—(/)— 
While the conferees are seeking to 
iron out differences between the sen- 
ate and house on the tax bill, con- 
gress will devote the major part of 
its time this week to consideration of 
appropriation bills carrying huge 
sums, 

The house will take up the $165.- 
000,000 public buildiags bill, which it 
passed last session, but which died in’ 
the senate. The measure will be de- 
bated under a rule which requires a 
two-thirds vote for passage and limits 
debate to 40 minutes. 

At the same time, the senate will 
have before it the first of the 10 
annual supply bills, that appropriat- 
ing funds for the treasury and po 
office departments. After that is on 
of the way, the first deficiency bill 
of this session will be considered, 

Before taking up the treasury and 
postoffice measure, the senate will de- 
vote two hours to its calendar, on 
which more than 150 measures are 
listed. The great majority of these 
are bridge and private claims bills, 
but included among them are the 
measures approving debt funding 
agreements with Italy, Belgium and 
three other foreign governments. 

Tuesday, the house expects to pass 
the war department appropriation bill 
and the measure appropriating $3,- 
186,000 for government participation 
in the sesquicentennial celebration at 
Philadelphia. Thereafter it will give 
its time to the independent offices 
appropriation measure,
